Once again, student body fi- | 


nances monopolized the discus- 
sion at Tuesday’s regular com- 
mission meeting. This time it 
was a deficit of $108.75 against 
the student body for the cham- 
ber of commerce banner used by 
the rally committee. 

A reserve balance of $39.64 was 
taken to help cover the cost and 
the remaining $69.11 was voted 
out of the student conference 
budget which had been set aside 
to’ send our representatives to 
the meeting in Los Angeles. 


Because of this debt, an appeal 
by Coach Ed Adams for $50.00 to 
send a team of badminton play- 
ers to a tournament in San Fran- 
cisco was turned down. This 
event is about the only one in 
which both men and women of 
the college participate. Last year 
a Salinas student won the singles 
championship.
